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AN INVOICE OF CHEAP LABOR.

The report of the landing of some six
hundred Hungarian laborers in New York,
reported to be bound for this seetion, i in-
teresting, although the deduction drawn in
New York that they are ivtended to take
the place of native labor, is not eclearly es
tablished.

The evidence as to the loeality where this
unassimilated and cheap labor will be put
to work does not show beyond dispute, that
it will be in the neighberbood of Pittsburg.
The supposition that they are to displace
lsbor mow employed in the coke imdustry,
is debarred by the faet that the coke firms a
mwonth ago signed a scale in which advanced
wages were paid avowedly for the purpose
of retaining the better class of labor. It is
bhordly to be expected that these for-
cigners cas be a factor in the
impending dispute between the coal
miners and operators, because such laborers
in the railroad mines would be dear if they
worked for nothing. I{ these men come to
Pitteburg their employment is likely to be
on some of the new enterprises where the
demand for common labor has been in excess
of the supply. These men are not likely to
displace any of the native or assimilated
labor of this section, though their presence
may retard the advance in the wages for
common labor which was almost inevitable,
unless new lubor had been brought in.

Thnat this large influx of cheap labor is
brought here nnder some sort of contract is
more than probable, and furpishes a telling
commentary on our immigration law which
lets iu labor of thissort as & sieve lets in
water, and only sends back the labor that is
wanted.

THE NAVIGATION COMPANRY'S CLAIM.

The argument of the representatives of the
Monongahela Navigation Company before
the River and Harbor Commiltes yesterday,
was directed to the question of vaiaation on
which the proposed appropristion of their
locke and dams should be made. The prin-
ciples that should govern the appraisement
ure bardly open to dispute. The Mononga-
hels Navigation Company has property
rights, of which it cannot be deprived even
by the exercise of eminent domain, without
due compensation. lneluded in those prop-
erty rights is ita fronchise; and not even
Congress itself can take away the franchise
—extept for abuse or misuse—without com-
peasation. Of course opinions msy differ
widely as to the value of the franchise; but
that is & question to be decided by the tri-
bunal which makes the condemnation upon
the evidence presented. We think that
both the river interests aod the Navigation
Company can stand together on the ground
that the company is entitled 1o compensa-
tion for its property. aud that when the
property is taken, it should be condemned
g5 & whole and not by driblets.

COMBINATION AND DISCRIMINATION,

11 is announced, apparentiy on behalf of
theassoeinted railronds connected with Pitte-
burg, that they have decided not to make
anvy chaoges in the coal rates, This is un-
derstond to rvefer especially to the gronp
rates. It is not elear whether it also earries
the meaning that the gross discrimipation
permitted by the Central Traflic Associa-
tion in favor of the Hocking Valley is to
continue, Some of the coal wen refuse to
sccept the decision as authoritative; but the
maunner of its announcement leaves little
expectation of the remedy songht after by
them.

This result is an illustration of the practi-
eal workings of rzilroad combination.
Some of the railrond officials have shown
that they consider the present adjustment of
rates an uojust one; and there is no donbt
that if each line were to act by itself the
inequalities would be rectified. Dut it has
been & sedulously inculeatea by railroad
ethics that 1t is the unpardonable sin for
& railroad to make such rates solely with
reference to the best interests of itsel! and
its snippers, that these railroad men will
let the injnstice coutinue rather t{han, by
taking independent action. to break it up
und brave the enmity of the lines thatare
foterested in its maintenanee, The diserim-
inations are distinctly sustained by the Cen-
tral Trafiie Association. Without that com-
bination they wvld not last a month.

The responsibility of the combination for
the diserimination is made all the more
direct by the fact that it violates the prinei-
ples which the advocates of combination
profess. An organization which pretends
to oppose discrimination and really sustaing
it, furnighes its own condemnation.

A PEACTICABLE COMPROMISE.

The meeting of coal miners yesterdsy was
made the oceasion of a declaration by some
ol the leading representatives that the
miners of this distriet must take their stand
for a 90-cent rate, beesuse the Ohio, Tllinois
and Indiana miners are taking strong action
to obtain proportionate rates in their dis-
tricts. This sounds like good logie, pro-
wided the miners of the other States succeed
in obtaining their rates. We have little
doubt that the operators of this distriot
would concede such arate if they can be
guaranteed that compeling coal fields will
pay wages equally high. On the other
band, the miners can see that, if the West-
ern districts pay no more than they have
been doing, to establishk the high rate for
mining here would simply condemn the
mines to idleness. Unfortanately, previous
efforts of the Western miners to obtain good
wages have resulted in defeat. With these
fscts recognized, a compromise, making the
rate for the Pittsburg field conditional on
the success of the miners in eompeting dis-
tricts, ought not to be hard to agree npon.

SPINSTERS AND THE BENATE.

It is evident that ocensionally a Benator
of the United States is in demand. This
has been revesled in a mauner decidedly
peculiar. Severul weeks ago THE Dis-
raron published an article upon the bach-
elors and widowers in the Senste, and
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seven females. Every oneo! theseconfiding
maids and widows has written to Senator
Bawvyer, putting her heart und hand st his
disposal. Itis a beautiful exemplification
of the holy, disinterested ambition of woman
to minister unto lonely and unwived hu-
manity. Think of it ! over seven thonsand
heroines willing to share the sorrows, the
trials, the responsibilities, to say nothing of
the bank account, of an elderly gentleman
with & seat in the United States Senste.
While the American woman is equal to such
cfforts mo one need despair of her glorious
destiny.

Senator Sawyer, strangely enough does
not apprecinte the great compliment paid to
him. He tureed overall the letters he re-
ceived to the Hon. W. B. Allison, his
brother Senator, with the request that the
earrespondents should be sccommodated if
possible by him. Of course neither Mr.
Sawyer nor Mr. Allison can make all these
women happyr—unless both Senators are
willing to move te Utah and defy the Fed-
eral resirictions of polvgamy., But they
can, and our fair readers will say, we doubt
not, that they should marry as many as pos-
sible, sav one apiece. The Senate would be
of some use to the country if it womld, that
is to say as far as the bachelors in it are con-
cerned, reduce the deplorable surplus of
spinsters. The spinsters seem to be willing
enough, in all conscience.

IMPERIAL EXPECTATIONS.

It isan interesting report which comes
from Germany that the letters of the Em-
peror to Herr von Doetticher indicate his
purpose to make that officinl the Prime
Minister in place ot Bismarck. The declar-
ation of the Emperor that Herr von Boetti-
cher has been his main supporter in the
effort to carryout the social reform movement
certainly looks like an indireci assertion
that the old Chancellor hasnot supported
the movement, and that the Emperor is
getting tired of being held in leading-
etrings by the old statesman who created his
grandfather’s empire.

This adds a newand remarkable sig-
nificance to the recent speech of the Em-
peror. If the voung “'war lord™ has taken
the bit between his teeth to a degree which
leads him to throw off Bismarck's guard-
ianship, the determination of the latter to
remain in office lor the Emperor’s sake may
subject him to a gratuilous rebuff. What
if the threat to “‘dash in pieces” those who
oppose the Emperor should include both the
Reichstag which fails to adopt hizx mensures
and the veteran Prime Minister who fails to
carry out his pet hobby.

Itis only necessary to remark that if the
impetuous Emperor shonld undertake to
“dash in pieces” the Iron Chancellor’s
policy, and the Reichstag’s authority at
one and the same stroke, he may find other
features ensuing than those which he
promises,

A BELL WITI A HISTORY.

The Iuteresting Relle o the Top of n
Buckeye Hontelry,
TEPECIAL TELEORAM TO THE DISPATCH.]

Fixprar, March 1L.—On the top of the little
hotel at Elimore, s small village north of this
city, is a bell, with a peculiar and interesting
history. Itismpow the property of Mr. D, B,
Day, the propristor of the botel, who takes
pride in reciting 1ts origin und subsequent
tribulations. 1o 1832 Jarvis Spafford built a
tavern in Perrysburg, once the site of old Fort
Meigs, of the war of 1812 fame. In those daysa
hotel was not complele withouta bell, swung
on the top, to eall the guests to their meals,
Beil foundries were not 5o plen-
tiful then as now, but after considerable search-
ing Mr. Spafford heard of a man in Detroit
who cast bells, Detroit, then in the Territory
o” Michigan, was quite a remote point, as dis-
tance was then calenlated, but Spafferd bad to
have a bell, and he finally made his way thither
to have it east. The bell foundry was found,
and the job undertaken, but when Davls, the
foundryman, endeavored to make the castit
was discovered that there was not enough
metal for the purpose. Here wasa dilemma,
but Spafford was equal to the emergency. He
threw 30 Spanish dollars into the molten mass
and the bell was cast,

With his treasure, worth almost its welght in
gold, Bpafford returned to Perrysbure, and
hung the bell up m a tree In his yard, so that it
might be oy ted by the curions. The In-
dinns, who were then quite plentiful in and
about Perrysburg, were canght by the novel at-
traotion.  They climbed the tree and kept the
bell going day and might until the thing be-

came an intolerable nulsance, and Spaftord had
about conclnded totnke the bell down when
the Indians relieved hum by stealing it and 2ar-

rring itaway., This act made Spafford furions

and he determined to recover the ball
it it cost him Dhis life. Becuring the
Bam Brady. an old scout

services
who had killed a fcore or more of
Indians, and Frank MeCallister, the first
white man who had settled at Perrysburg, the
started toward Upper Bandusky. They um:ei
three days and ts, and on the morning of
the fourth day, while they were nﬂw-
fast, they heard the bell In the noee.
Hastily finishing their meal they hurned in the
direction from whence the sound came, and
soon belield a sight that was laughable. The
Indians had tied the bell around the neckof a
pony, and the whole tribe, buck®, squaws and
youngsters, armed with hickory Switches,
were running that poor animal around an nTan
at the very top of its speed, and yelling
like demons, as an accompanmment to the
furious ringing of the bell.

Spafford and his companions made a charge
on the crowd and succeeded in driving the
pony away from the village, where they could
sacure the bell without trouble, which they did
and got safely home without being pursued or
having any fight with the Indians, The bell
was taken baeck to Perryshurg, where it re-
matned for many years performing the duty
for which 1t was cast. When Mr. Spaffora
died his daughter, now Mrs, Day, claimed the
bell, and, as rer husband became a hotel keeper
at Flmore, the old relic naturally reached its
present position on the top of the house, where
she is the landlady.
